Many of the telegrams were from 
women voters, who indignantly pro- 
tested against the attempted robbery 
of the Grand Old Party by the Liss- 
ner-Finn political gaspipe men.

Chairman Blackstock of 
the Los Angeles County Republican 
Central Committee sent a 200-word 
telegram to Senator Wright thank- 
ing him on the behalf of 75,000 loyal 
Taft Republicans in that -ounty.

These telegrams bear striking ev!-

Liasner-Finn machinists to wreck and 
disable the Grand Old Party.

“Big business on a great scale is in- 
evitable and desirable, but it is a 
different matter from the develop- 
ment of trusts,” said Gov.

“The trusts have not grown, but 
have been manufactured by the de- 
liberate will of men more powerful 
than their neighbors in the business 
world. 

“I deny Mr. Roosevelt's claim that 
the trusts are inevitable. Both the 
regular Republicans and the irregular 
Republicans,” said the Governor, “are 
arguing on these poitnts—that nelther 
of them falls to stand pat on the 
tariff and that neither of them pro- 
poses to remedy the evils created by 
the trusta. I have been reading the 
messages which Mr. Roosevelt sent to 
Congress in which he reverted to this 
theory when legisiation was being 
consideed. 

“In almost every instance he said, 
and still says, truste have come 
about through a natural development 
of business conditions, and that it is 
a mistake to try to oppose the process 
by which they have been bullt up, 
and that the only thing to do is to 
accept them as inevitable 
ments and make the best of it by 
regulation.

A Government Examination 
for Competency.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} A government license will in 
a few years be a condition prerequis- 
ite to employment upon American 
railroads, the members of the Inter- 
national Congress of Hygiene and 
Demography were informed today by 
J. D. M. Hamilton of the Atchison, 
Tapeka and Santa Fe railway sys- 
tem. 

“I prophesy that {ft will not be 
many years until every man in charge 
of a throttle of an engine, those who 
put fuel into the firebox as well as 
those who collect tickets, and the 
brakemen, will be licensed employees 
and secure such license from the gov- 
ernment before he will be allowed to 
take a train out of the station,”’ said 
Mr. Hamilton. 

“The great éatastrephes happening 
upon our railroads today indicate 
carelessness and are resulting in the 
destruction of lives, injuries to per- 

and damage to property that 
might just as well be avoided. You 
can leok over the calendar of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and. 
in studying it you will find that 65 per 


cent. or 70 per cent. of accidents re-| 


ported to that body by rallroad au- 
thorities, occurred through careless- 
ness of the men themselves, or those 


—<~ working with them; this being a fact, 


I feel it is incumbent upon the op- 
erating as well as the mechanical de- 
partment that every railroad should 
see that competent men are employed 
to @o the work.” 

INSPECTION ALL AROUND. 

Mr. Hamilton stated that every rail- 
road inspects its roadbed, ties, equip- 
ment, etc., but there is no inspection 
of the mental and moral fitness of 
the employees. There is a physical ex- 
amination of some of the classes of 
railroad employees, but in many 
cases 4t is superficial. ' 

diers and sailors are submitted 

to a thorough examination as to their 
physical fitness,” continued Mr. Ham- 
fiton. “If such precaution can be de- 
manded by the government for the 
protection of its citizens and their 
property in time of war, why. cannot 
our rallways establish the same course 
for the protection of the lives and 
bodies of the traveling public and rail- 
way employees in times of peace as 
well as war? 

A LEGISLATIVE OVERSIGHT. 

“We fail to find, however, wherein 
any legislative body has sought to en- 
act any law to examine, educate and 
improve the competency of rallroad 
labor. There are many laws upon 
the statute books as to the require- 
ment of railways as to the betterment 
of the roadbed, equipment, appliances, 
inspection of boilers, etc. Why cannot 
the same precautionary measures be 
exercised as to the examination of the 
cailway employee as to his com- 
petency physically and mentally to do 
the work assigned to him? In its 
maritime laws, our government pro- 
vides for the examination and license 
of the crews of crafts that ply the 
high seas, lakes and tniard navigable 
streams for the purpose of protecting 
not only those engaged in such pur- 
suits, but the cargo, be tt human or 
freight. The government compels these 
men to go before an examining board 
and pass an é¢xamination and if com- 
petent a license is issued, and it 
means that they possess the necessary 
requisites to discharge the duty which 
they are expected to render, not only 
to the company they represent, but 


wma the public.” 


PEOPLE DEMAND SAFPTY. 

Mr. Hamilton declared that land 
transportation by raflroads demanded 
as careful regulation in ,the way of 
licensed train crews as water trans- 
portation. 

“The people are demanding greater 
safety upon our railway lines,”” con- 
tinued Mr. Hamilton. “The cry Is 
coming from millions of throats, not 
only from the laboring man. but from 
all, to gtve greater protection in the 


operation of machinery and trains

The colonists, who were driven 
out, were well treated by our govern- 
ment, being provided in their ex- 
termity, in great kindness, with food 
and means. 
THE “INTERESTS.” 

“The only charge of any conse- 
quence that the opponents of Presi- 
dent Taft bring against him is that 
he has been and is a tool of the ‘in- 
terests’ which means, doubtless that 
he unduly favors ‘big business or 
trusts. His administration has proved 
to the contrary, and the careful stu- 
dent will find that he has done as 
much to regtlate the trusts as war 
ever done by any other incumbent of 
the Presidential chair, and he has 
done it legally. He believes strictly 
in the judicial application of the law 
in these cages, and as firmly as any 
one in the need of just and fair laws 
to deal with the important questions. 
It is a perplexing problem which not 
even the é@xperts know just how to 
handle and which cannot be solved } 
by a mere change of Presidents. 

LEGAL MEANS. 

“President Taft believes in finding 
out what its necessary and then in ap- 
plying the law as a remedy without 
resort to unconstitutional means, te 
lawlessness and anarchy. This has 
been his policy and what he has ac- 
complished has been effective with- 
out being revolutionary and illegal. 
Bhould the people call him once again 
te the Presidential chair, it is not 
likely that they will regret it, but, 
on the contrary, will find their action 
wise, sensible and sound.”

WATER SUPPLY 
LIMITED. 


Long Beach “Compelled to 
Adopt Strict Rules. 


Los ‘Angeles Boys Prove to 
Be Adept Thieves 


Woman Takes Poison, but an 
Emetic Saves Her. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 26.—The con- 
serving of the water supply of Long 
Beach has become a matter of great 
importance since the summer months 
when the drought and excessive use 
of water by citizens led to rules be- 
ing passed which aroused the ire of 
the residents. | 

Water meters were installed in all 
the reservoirs which have since been 
carefully watched as it was asserted 
that the Dominguez Water Company 
Was intruding on the city’s supply 
with its pumps, thereby diminishing 
the flow. This, however was start- 
ed before meters were installed. 

For the past week the Cerritos Gun 
Club has been pumping water on its 
preserves northeast of the city to fill 
a new duck pond recently completed 
and Assistant City Engineer Clark 
Shaw says when the pumps are in 
operation the decrease in the Bouton 
wells has been so great as to be 
noticeable with the naked eye, while 
careful measurements have demon- 
strated that there is a great decrease 
of the water flow whenever the pumps 
are working. Engineer Shaw made 
his report to the Board of Public 
Works and was instructed to confer 
with the City Attorney regarding his 
measurements and if found advisable 
the City Attorney is instructed to at 
once institute proceedings against the 
gun club to protect the city’s water 
supply. 

At present ae water department 
has overcome its recent shortage and 
all reservoirs are now full. The 1000- 
foot well which is expected to de- 
velop an artesian flow equal to all the 
wells now being pumped is down 400 
feet and water coming to the top 
of the pipe. The well will, however, 
be sunk the full distance to a new 
basin of water not yet tapped. 

INFANTILE THIEVES.

A WHIRLING OBSERVATORY. 

Venice Will Have a New Amuse- 

ment Device, Calculated to Make 

One Dizsy—Brief News. , 

VENICE, Sept. 26.—The Abbott

MUCH DIPHTHERIA THERE. 


Epidemic in Detention Home Makes 
It Necessary to Send Many Inmates 
to the County Hospital. | 
‘An epidemic of diphtheria at the 


Detention Home. has made it neces- 


sary to send thirty-two of the in- 
mates to the contagion ward of the 
County Hospital, according to the 
statement made last night at the of- 
fice of the City Health Commissioner. 
Eighteen of these are understood to 
have well-developed cases of the dis- 
ease, while the others are simply sus- 
pected cases. The home may be 


quarantined today. 
There are four persons at the home 
with diphtheria, and one teacher of 


the home school has the disease at/ 


her home. It is believed the infec- 
tion was carried in by cooks from 
outside places. The disease is ide- 
clared to be of a mild type, and none 
of the patients is seriously ill. 

The situation has been carefully 
covered up for the past nine days, 
and was not reported to the Super- 
visors until late yesterday afternoon. 
Only Supervisors Pridham and Nellis 
were at the office when the news 
came in, and they seemed much sur- 
prised. 

Chief Probation Officer Gibson, who 
is in constant touch with the home, 
was reticent, and his statement places 
the number of cases lower than does 
that of the City Health Commissioner. 
“There have been eight or ten cases 
and suspected cases," he said, “which 
have been taken to the hospital. The 
trouble began only last Monday. The 
home is run in a sanitary condition. 
They have to take children from all 
kinds of families, and diphtheria 
might creep in anywhere.”

Beck, a night watchman in 
the building, who lives at No. 405 
East Fifth street, found the box and 
immediately telephoned the police, 
and then turned the body over to the 
undertaking establishment of J. 
D. Button. 

The infant was perfectly formed, 
had regular features and dark brown 
hair, and is declared to have been 
beautiful for its age. There was ne 
mark on its throat, head or body, and 
nothing to indicaie that it might have 
been strangled before being placed in 
water. The clothing was of expen- 
sive quality. 

WRAPPED AND BOUND. 

2 the bottom of the small wooden 
box were a number of cloths, similar 
ones being wrapped about the face 
and head. Then the dry blanket was 
placed on top and the whole covered 
with brown wrapping paper, box and 
paper being bound with eight or ten 
feet of new rope about a quarter of 
an inch thick, so Knotted as to pro- 
vide a crude handle.

tions of the writing remaining on the 
part not torn off had been roughed 
up with the thumb after having been 
soaked in. the water.

At the autopsy yesterday afternoon 
performed by Dr. G. W. Campbell, the 
lungs and other organs were found 
filled with water, clearly indicating 
death by drowning. Dr. Campbell 
stated that he thought the baby had 
been dead twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours, 

Detectives King and Murphy at first 
thought the box had been shipped by 
express from Winters, but FF. M.

& Co., which carries express from 
Winters, told the police the package 
had not passed through his office, as 
it would have borne code markings.

HIGHER RATE 
THE PUZZLE 


Fgures Misleading, Alleges| 
_, School Auditor. 


Expenditure of Funds to Be 
Fully Explained. 
Advance of Year Detailed by 
Superintendent, ; 


Because of surprised inquiries as 
to the apparent increase in the rate 
of taxation for school purjyoses to 85 
cents on the $100 for this district, 
the members of the Cit Board of 
Education engaged in warm dis- 
cussion yesterday. 

Superintendent Francis and mem- 
bers of the board explained that they 
are not asking for double the amount 
of money the rate seems to indicate, 
and that the figures are based on 
different total assessment va)uations. 
Francis assers the rate is mis- 
leading, and School Auditor Lenz al- 
leges the County Auditor has fixed the 
rate too high, as it will produce more 
funds than the board has asked for. 
“The public doesn't understand 
that this city is growing and improv- 
ing in one year at a rate ten times as 
fast as most cities,” said Bean in an- 
swer to Guinn’s suggestion that ex- 
penses should in some way be cut 
down. 

Col, Steadman quoted an article 
from an eastern magazine giving fig- 
ures showing that it costs less to 


in many eastern cities, where tlre 
educational standard is not nearly so 
high. 

“Our boys go right out of our high 
schools and earn their livings, be- 
Cause they are prepared there to do 
it,” said Bean. 

“The money spent on children Is 4 
civic investment,”’ said “another, “and 
I've never heard a single criticism on 
this board's use of money.” 
Col, Steadman suggested that tne. 
superintendent's office furnish 
analysis of the budget showing just 
what each item stood for, so that 
the public might be fairly informed 
as to how money ie going to be spent. 

UNFAIR REPRESENTATION. 

Superintendent Francis gave a sug- 
gestion after the meeting as to what 
his statement to the board will be, 
as follows: 

“The extra rate does not represent 
us fairly, in that we are not asking 
for double the amount expended last 
year, nor for anything nearly double 
the amount. Last year we expended 
$2,792,000 for schoo! purposes. This 
included the funds received from the 
State, which amounted to $1,269,488, 
leaving $1,522.512 furnished by the 
city school district. This year we are 
asking for $3,961,681, also to include 
that which we shall receive from the 
State,/ which is estimated at  $1,- 
370,352. 

“An analysis of the budget will show 
that the one important item in the 
increase is that of the teachers 
salaries, due to automatic raise of 
pay to present teachers, and to the 
large number of additional teachers 
necessary to handle the great increase 
in enroliment; also, the employment 


school buildings itn repair, and to 
make changes required to meet school 
conditions. 

“The minor items showing an in- 
crease in the budget are: 

“The territory added to the city 
district, whose assessed valuation will 
not meet the additional expense of 
running their schools, because our 
salary schedule is higher than that 
of the districts before anne<ation, and 
because we keep our buildings and 
grounds itn better repair. 

“The enlargement and equipping of 
school playgrounds, so that we may 
take care of our children'e-health. 

“The enlargement of school garden- 
ine work. ¢ 
growth of our continuation 
work, which means the keeping open 
of e sloyd, cookery and = sewing- 
rooms three additional hours each 
day. \These are for the children who 
choose to spend their leisure time 
in profitable employment. 

“The establishment of intermediate 
schools, offering to seventh and eighth 
grade children practically all the ad- 
vantages of our great High Schools, 

“The extension of the High School 
course two years, making it possible 
for practically every child to secure 
a technical and college education pre- 
paring him for his life work. 

“The enlargement of the work of 
our special schools, which save the 
county and State large sums of money, 
by caring for boys and girla who 
otherwise would be inmates of cor- 
rective institutions. 

“The phenomenal growth of. our 
night schools, which are appealing 
strongly to our adult population.” 

DISPUTES AUDITOR. 

Auditor Lenz of the school depart- 
ment differs with the County Auditor 
as to the total assessed valuation, 
maintaining that the personal and 
unsecured valuation should be includ- 
ed. In other words, that 85 cents Is 
too high and will produce more money 
than the school department is asking 
for. He also says the higher rate 1s 
due in part to the cutting off of part 
of the State appropriation for the 
night schools, and to their tremendous 
growth.

The success attending the plans of 
Forest Supervisor Chariton to set 
aside plats of ground for summer 
cottages in Santa Anita Canyon has 
given birth to another enterprise 
along the same lines with its locale 
in San Antonio Canyon, near Upland, 
just across the line in San Bernardino 
county. 

The settlement in Santa Anita 
Canyon now comprises more than a 
hundred cottages. Several general 
stores have been opened there for 
the convenience of the summer 
campers, and there is an air of thrift 
and enterprise about the place. A 
little town has been virtually carved 
out of land that has never before 
been devoted to anything more pre- 
tentious or interesting than the 
growth of sagebrush, small timber 
and rocky peaks. 

About all the land set aside by the 
government for the purpose has been 
taken by Los Angeles outdoor lovers, 
who have built temporary homes, and 
during the summer just closed they 
spent their vacations and week-end 
holidays among the trees communing | 
with nature and thoroughly enjoying | 
themselves.

reach or extinguish. 

It will be the job of the goata, 
with their well-developed and ab- 
normal appetites, to clear the breaks 
of the grass, while it is green, and 


thus leave nothing to accumulate and 
dry out that would be sure to make

The “Progressive” press is given to 
iteration and reiteration of the accusation 
of Col. Roosevelt that President Taft is a 
“pickpocket” who “stole” the Presidential 
nomination from him at Chicago. But it 
does not appear that the Big Bull Moose 
leader had any valuables in the pocket 
which he says was “picked.” 

The facts are that if every one of the 
delegates claimed by Roosevelt to have 
been “stolen” from him by Taft had been 
taken away from the President and given 
to the colonel, while it might have defeated 
the nomination of the former, it would not 
bave secured the nomination of the ambt- 
tious Big Bull Moose. 

It ia true that President Taft was nom- 
inated in part by the votes of delegates 
from States which have not for many years 
given a Republican majority and in some 
of which the Republican party has been ku- 
kluxed and bulldozed and counted out of 
existence. But according repreeentation to 
those States is a practice which has pre 
vailed in Republican National Conventions 
since 1868. Possibly it may not be a wise 
or a just practice, but, as Abraham Lincoln 
once said, “Everybody is wiser than any- 
body,” and in politics, as in medicine, it 
may be said that “while there is life there 
is hope.” Missouri cast her electoral vote 
for Taft in 1908. Maryland, in a vote of 
238,531, came within 605 votes of giving her 
electoral vote to Taft. In Kentucky a 
change of 1 in 100 would have given that 
State to Taft. Delaware went for Taft by 
3000, and West Virginia gave Taft 26,451 
plurality. At the last State election Ten- 


| Beasee went Republican. 


All these five Southern States were at 
one time Democratic and no man is able 
to say that the other ten Southern States 
May not become Republican by the color 
line being abolished and the Democrats dis- 
continuing the suppression of the colored 
vote by violence and fraud. If admission 
to representation in Republican national 
conventions will aid to bring about such a 
desirable result, who shall say that the pol- 
icy of according such representation is an 
‘unwise policy.

America. By reason of its first language 
and first religion the earlier records of the 
State naturally were sacredly guarded by 
the Spanish fathers. To these, as far as 
they exist, Mr. Read had ready access as 
preceptor of the college of the Christian 
Brothers of Santa Fe as long ago as 1876. 
Bringing to bear upon his long years of 
study a great love for his task, as well as 
a keen and refreshing frankness and ap- 
preciation of truth, the author added to his 
natural qualifications a complete know!l- 
edge of all other efforts to ensbrine the in- 
teresting history of his State in words. 
His work, therefore, bears the stamp of 
that authority which lies in truth. 

If it needed any further recommendation 
than its opening salutation, wherein the 
author in a single paragraph makes a re 
markable summary of what thé history in- 
cludes, that commendation would lie in the 
hearty approval! of former Gov. L. Bradford 
Prince, the president of the New Mexico 
Historical Society. This-gentle and learned 
dean of New Mexican letters has devoted 
the mature years of a long and honorable 
life toward kindred research, and his sin- 
cere appreciation and approval of Mr. 
Read's work gives it the immediate stamp 
of high value. The present archbishop of 
Santa Fe has likewise been pleased to com- 
ment with favor upon the sober judgment 
and good conscience of the work and to 
speak of it as a splendid monument more 
durable than granite shafts. It is very 
evident, therefore, that the new State is 
fortunate to begin its fresh era with such 
a work as the foundation of the fair record 
it is yet to achieve. 

While space could not permit more than 
a general comment on a work of this char- 
acter, extending over 800 delightful pages, 
we cannot refrain from expressing our ap 
preciation of the illuminkting and delight- 
ful chapters on the Aztecs and their em-

HEAR ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


Outfall Sewer Commission Lunches 

at Christopher's and Considers 

Plans for the Work in Hand. 

At the meeting of the Trunk Line 
Outfall Sewer Commission held at 
Christopher's yesterday, the repre- 
sentatives of seventeen cities were 
present, and heard the report of Olm- 
stead and Gillelen, the engineers, 
which has been based upon the work 
of the past three months, and include 
complete surveys of sixty-five miles 
of main and lateral sewers. This sys- 
tem as planned will connect Pomona 
at the east end of the county and 
Whittier, Norwalk and Downey on 
the south, as well as Pasadena, South 
Pasadena, Alhambra, Azusa, Glen- 
dora, Lordsburg. Covina to the north, 
joining in an outfall line emptying 
into the ocean. The largest size of 
the sewer will probably be five feet 
in diameter, and be of brick or con- 
crete construction, and, under plans 
of the engineers, the lines will run 
almost solely along the county roads, 
thus saving the expense of private 
right of way. 

No exact estimate of expense has 
been made as yet, but this is expected 
when the few remaining lines have 
been drawn and sizes of pipes needed 
have been estimated, It is planned 
to have an extensive purification 
works a little above the outlet of the 
sewer the waters can be used 
for irrigation purposes in the summer 
months, and so that when emptied 
into the tide water there will be no 
offense to those near the mouth. The 
exact type of purification works have 
not been decided upon, but it is cer- 
tain that the most modern and im- 
proved system will be adopted. 

The question of preparing a bill 
for the Legislature will come up 
covering the formation of a vast sew- 
age district in the territory served 
by the outfall sewer. Thus a pian 


will be adopted to retain legal coun- 
sel and drow a bill which will be 
necessary to obtain this. 

The accounts showing the expenses 
of the commission since organization 
were gone over, showing that more 
than $1000 have been paid in by 
various cities towards the expenses 
of the commission, the greater part 
of which has been expended in en- 
gineering work and for the expenses 
of collecting and arranging funds vf 
the commission. 

The cities represented at the meet- 
ing, which was presided over by John 
D. Reavis, president of the commis- 
sion, were as follows, Vice President 
Jordan of Alhambra and Treasurer 
C. W. Rhodes of Pasadena also being 
present: Artesia, Claremont, Comp- 
ton, Covina, Downey, Glendora, Lords- 
burg, Monrovia, Norwalk, Pasadena, 
Pomona, San Dimas, San Gabriel,.

Editor of The Times:} In Tuesday's 
issue of an evening paper I see that 
we are to be taxed this year for school 
purposes 85 cents per $100, instead 
of 42 cents, as we were last year. I 
‘also note that the outlay is appor- 
tioned thus: Interest on bonds, $106,- 
939; high schools, $106,728; special, 
$1,539,818. Now, it is only reason- 
able, that the taxpayers who furnish 
this money know, at least, where and 
why it is spent. The “special” may 
mean anything. Our Board of Educa- 
tion should say why this large sum 
(more than half the total,) is wanted. 

A few years ago, Prof. Housh of the 
Los Angeles High School, was sent 
on a trip through Europe at the tax 
payers’ expense; the next year Prof. 
Francis was treated to a like generos- 
ity in addition to paying their large 
salaries during their long absence. 
Then with the parades of schoo! chil- 
dren bearing placards through the 
town, and the hustling of the thou- 
sands of high school boys, even in 
the polling booths, bonds for $3,000,- 
000 were carried. Immediately on the 
strength of this, $1000 more a year 
was added to Francis'’s salary. Next 
we find that a number of intermediate 
schools, involving vast expenditures, 
were added without in any Way con- 
sulting the wishes of the taxpayers, 
and if at any time it was deemed ad- 
visable to impress the public, long 
lines of pupils were scared into stand- 
ing for hours at the entrances of the 
leading schools waiting to be enrolled. 
This year it was deemed best not to 
advocate another bond issue, hence 
the Jong lines of pupils were dispensed 
with, the pupils being told that such 
action was unnecessary, and instead.

IS CRITICISED. 


Gov. Hunt Turns Loose a 
Life-Termer, 


Phoenix Police Chief Is Past 
Danger Point. 


No Strike in the Arizona 
Copper Mines. 


[Special Correspondence of the Times.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 22.—Chief 
A. J. Moore and Policeman Harrison 
Williams are now declared by attend- 
ing surgeons to be on the way toward 
recovery, septic poisoning from thei 
knife wounds having been avoided 
Moore was taken to his homs today 
and for the first time was advised 
that Scott Price had been accidentally 
killed by a bullet from Moores pis- 
tol. Rewards aggregating $600 have 
been offered for the apprehension of 
the Mexican knife men, threa in 
number, the State and city joining in 
the offer. Local Mexican business men 
have added a reward of their own 
and are helping in every way toward 
the apprehension of tha fugitives. 
MOORE I8 BETTER. 

More criticism of the State policy 
of “prison reform” has been occa- 
sioned by the parole of Ed Fondren, 


sentenced to imprisonment three 


years ago for murder. It is told that 
Fondren is old and is iil, that he 
has sold a mine for a comfortable sum 
and that he expects to move to Texas. 
Palliated only by the fact that Fon- 
dren's victim was a man of decided 
unpopularity in the community, the 
crime was one of rare ferocity. Fon- 
dren and an associate lay in ambush 
beside a trail in Superior district and 
assassinated A. J. Dages, a Phoenix 
lawyer, and his bodyguard, George 
Dittmore. When Daggs fell at the 
first volley, Di! re ran, but was 
overtaken by the ns and killed. 
Then the pair returned and “finished” 
Dages, thereafter tumbling his body 
into a ravine. During the few minutes 
of the chase, Daggs managed to write 
a dying accusation in hie note book 
which later was found where he had 
thrown it, behind a bush. 
ASYLUM MEN RESIGN. 

Nine employees of the State Hospi- 
tal for the Ingane have resigned their 
jobs after an unavailing attempt to 
enforce at the institution the eight- 
hour law, which seemed so deaf to 
the last Legisiature and State aedmin- 
istration. The matter at first wes con- 
sidered a joke, outside of the asylum, 
but proved very serious, indeed. It 
fs told that ten more attendants 
would be required were the law 
obeyed, and that the nurses, there- 
fore, were asked to sign a paper re- 
leasing the management from liabil- 
ity for the overtime required of them. 

There were some eide issues con- 
cernifig a couple of employees whe 
came here from the Patton (Califor- 
nia,) asylum, as well as the usual 
persona] recriminations between the 
management and the dissatisfied em- 
ployees. The places have been filled 
and the work of the institution is 
progressing satisfactorily. 

DRINKS ACID. 

Yesterday, in a hut in the north- 
eastern part of the city, C. E. Clan- 
lon committed suicide by drinking 
ecarbolic acid, and then @hooting him- 
self through the body. He was a hope- 
less consumptive, living by the bounty 
of the Arsociated Charities. Papers 
upon the body showed he had served 
a couple of enlistments in the army 
and that he had been discharged in 


excellent record. 
ANOTHER SUICIDE. 

A second suicide was that of Mrs. 
Ignacia Gastellon, aged 22, who 
chose etrychnine as the medium of 
death. She left a couple of sma!! 
children and a husband, from whom 
she had been separated. 

The Mesa Melon Growers’ Associa- 
tion has sued the Mutua! Distribut- 
ing Company and the National Surety 
Company for $14,341, balance al- 
leged due from the sale of melons 
furnished by the association during 
the past season. 

Special Agent Andrew D. Pollock 
has been placed in charge of the Ft. 
Yuma Indian reservation, succeeding 
Miss Anna C. Egan, who has been 
transferred to the White Farth reser- 
vation. Miss Egan had been at Yuma 
for many years. 

PENSIONS FOR INDIANS. 

A bill has been introduced by 
Congressman Carl Hayden for the 
pensioning of a number of Indians 
who served the United States as 
scouts during the Geronimo cam- 
paign. The roll of the proposed Pima 
pensioners now is being made up at 
the Sacaton agency. 

The second agricultural fair of the 
Pima Indians is to be held at Sacaton 
October 21, with prizes for Indian 
products of all Kinds, and«with en- 
tertainment especially designed to in- 
terest thagaboriginal attendants. 

NOTED DIVORCE CASE. 

The local District Court has been 
given the celebrated divorce case of 
Helen F. Andrade against Alberto F. 
Andrade, the general manager of the 
Inter-California Railway at Calexico, 
Cal. The original complaint was filed 
in 1910. The parties to the suit were 
married in 1895 at San Marcos, Tex.

RAILROAD EXTENSION; 
WILL CARRY ORE.

President Baum doesn’t fancy being 
separated from his umpires in this 
free and easy manner while being 
compelled to part with real money 
when recruiting from leagues of low- 
er classification. Consequently, he 
will start something closely re- 
sembling a fight when he arrives in 


Milwaukee. 


Three Teams in Race. 

The Coast League race hasn't born 
settled by considerable, according to 
President Baum. “The Angels, Ti- 
gers and Oakland are al! in the race 
at the present writing,” said he, 
switching from umpires to baseball 
after considerable persuasion, “The 
race has more than four weeks to go, 
and Oakland's pitchers may crack, as 
they.did earlier in the race. A few 
games in a row would land either the 
Tigers or the Angels in front.
